A company of 100 United States troops

To Land Near Havana. 

The utmost secrecy is maintained re-

| of Captain Dorst’s recent landing near 


Havana, where he communicated with the 


insurgent leader, General Delgado, it is be- 
lieved that the expedition will be headed 
for a point not far from Havana. The Gus- 
sie had mounted’on her forward déck to- 
day, a one-pounder rapid-fire gun for pro- 
tection. It ts understood, however, that she 
will be met at some Point not far from 
Key West by a gunboat from the Amert- 
can blockade squadron and escorted to the 
designated landing place.

Madrid, May 9.—A cabinent crisis is still 
imminent. At one time today it was stated 
that every minister had placed his port- 
folio in the hands of Premier Sagasta, but 
so far this lacks confirmation. The queen 
regent consulted late this afternoon with 
Senor Montero Rios, president of the sen- 
ate, who advises a reconstruction of the 
cabinet. 

But for the necessity of getting the war 
credits voted in the cortes, Senor Sagasta 
would have decreed the suspension of the 
constitution guarantees, thus placing the 
whole country under military jurisdiction. 

The difficulties for the poor peo- 
ple are worse than those of the gov- 
ernment. 

The latter, by various expedients, can 
raise money; the former are unable to ob- 
tain either food gr employment. The wages 
of the laborers are too small to buy suffi- 
cient food for themselves and their fami- 
lies. In the mining regions of Estra Ma- 


dura and other places the miners are nearly 


famished. 

The warehouses are filled up te the 
ceiling with goods which will remain 
there until the war is over and thous- 
ands of workmen, famished with hun- 
ger, will easily become the prey of 
political agitators and cgmplicate the 
social and political situation of the 
country. 

The work of the political agitator is daily 
becoming more manifest, as the plight of 
the people becomes more hopeless. The re- 
publicans declare that the moment the tel- 
egraph announces a new disaster to the 
Spanish arms the great mass of the cour- 
try will rise and sweep away everything.

U. S. Supreme Court Again Passed on 
South Carolina Acts. 


HAS NO RIGHT TO INSPECT 


Judiciary Holds That @ules Govern- 
ing Sales Are Good, but There 
Can Be No Inspection. 


Washington, May 9.—In the United States 
supreme court today the South Carolina 
liquor law was again made the subject of 
a decision which was handed down by 


Justice White. 


The state dispensary Iaw having been 


amended since the recent decisions holding‘ 


it invalid, today’s decision deals with the 
new jaw. This law attempted to eliminate 
the feature of the vid lew discriminating 
against other states in the shipment of li- 
guor to individuals for their own use in 
South Carolina, but while this inhibition 
was eliminated and the privilege restored 
in the new law, it was coupled; with con- 
ditions of inspection which, it was claimed, 
still amounted to discrimination.

sition that “the law in its entirety is in 
violation of the constitution, amd that the 
oninion antagonistic to it should be sus- 
ta.ned. | : 

The court reversed the opinion of the 
circuit court for South Carolina in fhe 
case dealing with the seizure of liquor 
shipped into South Carolina by Vander- 
cook & Co. on the ground that the court 
had no jurisdiction. 


Senator Tillman, the author of the dis- 
pensary law, says that the part that is re- 
jected by the supreme court will not affect 
the workings of the law and that the point 
sustained is sufficient. He had already se- 
eured the passage of @ bill in the senate 
to meet tre objections which the former 
decision rendered invalid, but says that it 
Will not be necessary under the decision 
today to have the bill pass the house.

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MINISTERS DISCUSS 


FEDERATION PLAN! 


Methodist Conference Considers Censoll- 
dation of Twe Branches. 


RECOMMENDATIONS ARE-MADE 


Bishop Cranbury Reviews the Situa- 
tign and Submits Suggestions. 


THE REY, DR. CONGROVE  PRESIDES 


West Virginia Conference Wants To 
Divide the Baltimore Conference 
by Securing Territory. 


Baltimore, May 9.—Cheerful weather and 
bright sunshine greeted the members of 
the general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, this morning for” 
the first time since their advent into this 
city. 

The most important feature of the day’s 
business sessiona was the presentation of 
the report of the committee on behalf of 
this conference to discuss with a similar 
committee from the church in the north 
the advisability and practicability of a 
federation of the two sections. The report 
consisted solely of printed minutes of the 
joint session of the committees on federa- 
tion held in« Washington on January Tta, 
at which resolutions were adopted recom- 
mending co-operation to a limited extent in 
certain fields, but nothing in the form of 
consoiidation. ‘ 

Bishop J. E, Cranbury presented the re- 
port; the principal recommendations are as 
follows: 

“Appreciating fully the Christian comity 
which prevails among our missions in for- 
eign lands and having given .careful con- 
sideration WW the principie and desirability 
of co-operative administration as a means 
for lessening th@ expenditure in the 
funds in the prosecution, we, therefore, 
without attempting to formulate any plan 
for such co-operation, commend the sub- 
ject to the consideration of the two gen- 
eral conferences. 

“We recommend the respective general 
conferences to enact provisions to the ef- 
fect that where either church is doing the 
work expected of Methodism, the other 
chureh shall not organize a gso0ciety nor 
erect a church building until the bishop 
having jurisdiction of the case of the work 
proposed shall. be consulted and his ap- 
proval obtained. 

“We have observed with much interest 
the growth of the Epworth League in our 
respective churches and rejoice in the 
spirit of fraternity manifested in their 
biennial international! conferences and com- 
mend to the several governing bodies of 
the churches interested the question ag to 
whether official recognition of these meet- 
ings can be given and whether authorita- 
tive reguiations are required to increase or 
promote their efficiency. 

“We recommend to our respective gen- 
eral conferences the provision of a plan by 
which a traveling preacher of annual con- 
ference in either church may be received 
into an annual conference of the other 
chureh, retaining his credentials, without 
the formality of having his orders recor- 
nized.”’ 

Bishop Cargrove called the conference to 
order and presided during the session. The 
Rev. Dr. Hinton, of Macon, Ga., offered 
the opening praver. 

The Western Virginia conference intro- 
duced a memorial to take a small slice off 
the Baitimore conference in West Virginia 
in order to make the Allegheny mountain 
the dividing line between the conferences. 
The memorial was referred io the commit- 
tee on boundaries. - 

The committee on Epworth League pre- 
sented a resolution that The Epworth Era, 
the official organ of the Epworth League, 
published at ‘Nashville, be enlarged to 
twelve pages and as soon as possible to 
sixteen’ pages. The committee also recom- 
mended the appointment of an Epworth 
league editor, whose’ salary shou!d be 
fixed by the book committee and paid by 
the publishing agents. 

A lively discussion arose over the report 
of the commission to revise the articles 
of religion of the church. Some membetfs 
of the conference wanted immediate ac- 
tion on the em and others wanted to 
wait until Wednesday in order to get. time 
to read the revised articles which had 
been submitted in printed form by the 
committee. It was finally decided to post- 
pone until Wednesday. The changes made 
in the articles are mostly in correction of 
typographical errors 

Bishop Charles B. Galloway. of Jackson, 
Miss., tonight delivered his famous lecture, 
“People Called Methodists,’’ before a large 
audience in the armory building.

MUSTER OF) FIRST REGIMENT 


Lieutenant Hollis Administers Oath 
to the Brave Boys. 


BIRMINGHAM SOLDIERS WERE THE FIRST 


Ladies Witnessed the Distribution of 
Food to the Soldiers—Great Joy 
and Mighty Cheers. 


Mobile, Ala}; May 9.—(Special.)—The first 
companies of the First regiment of volun- 
teers from the first state in the union are 
now enlisted in the service of the United 
States to annihilate the Spaniards. Today 
at Camp Clark the Jefferson volunteers, 
Birmingham Rifles and Huey guards were 
mustered in. Companies were formed and 
as each name was calied the volunteer 
stepped forward and signed the roll. The 
men then were marched out 250 strong and 
halted on the drill ground. In response to 
the command of Lieutenant Hollis, muster- 
ing officer, every soldier bared his head, 
holding hats with their left hands while 
their right arms were raised toward heaven. 
Lieutenant Hollis, in a solemn tone, admin- 
istered this simple oath, after which a cho- 
rus of “I do” thrilled the spectators. 

The Oath. 


“I do solemnly swear that I will bear 
true faitft and allegiance to the United 
States of America, and that I will serve 
them honestly and faithfully against all 
their enemies, whomsoever, and that I will 
obey the orders of the president of the 
United States and the orders of the officers 
over me, according to the rules and articles 
of war.” , . 

Was an Impressive One. 

Everyone who witnessed this ceremony 
appreciated the impressiveness, and the 
faces of the Birmingham soldiers who had 
the honor of being the first to muster in, 
all plainly showed a realization of having 
placed themselves upon the altar of their 
country’s honor, to do or die. Colonel Hig- 
don says his entire regimént will be en- 
listed this week, since the examining board 
is hastening the work and is not so strict as 
at first. Decatur and Pratt City companies 
were examined today, ninety per cent 
passing. Colonel Higdon expects to need 
about 100 recruits for the regiment when 
the examiners finish, and anticipates no 
trouble in securing them. 

Joy holds sway in the First regiment, and 
for hours this morning mighty cheers for 
the Birmingham people echoed across 
the bay from that island for 
whom similar joy is in store. 
Home-cooked food jn abundance 
and of excellent quality was heing distrib- 
uted. At every tent from one to three boxes 
were left and never did soldiers execute 
a command more cheerfully than when or- 
dered “ta carry boxes.” 

The flag delegation of ladins and escorts 
witnessed the distribution and were enter- 
tained by Colonel Higdon and staff at a 
jolly camp dinner. After heartily enjoying 
their trip, especially seeing for them- 
selves how much the volunteers desire the 
kind remembrance of their homefolks, the 
party left tonight. 

It was a wise order, this morning that 
prevented soldiers. except witnesses, from 
attending the preliminary trial of Lewis 
Reese, colored, who murdered Sergeant 
Hugh Collins, of the Birmingham Rifles. 
Only twelve of of deceased's comrades 
were in the courtroom and they could 
hardly restrain themselves when the crowd 
of negro spectators applauded Reese for 
his deed. 

Sergeant Charles Gardener was the prin- 
cipal state witness, testifying that non- 
commissioned officers, Collins among them, 
were at mess when some one rushed up 
and told them a Rifleman hac been at- 
tacked by a negro with a pistol. As a 
matter of duty they ran out and called to 
the negro to halt. He replied by dmwing 
his pistol and firing into the crowd, Collins 
proving the victim. None of the-witnesses 
krew who it was that had the original 
difficulty with the negro. Reese was re- 
manded to jail by Magistrate Frenkel and 


refused bail.

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As to Yellow Fever. Bee 
One of the leading medical authorities | 
of the United States, Dr. John B. Ham- 
ilton, allays to some extent the appre- 
hension which is felt in military circles 
with respect to the supposed dangers 
threatening our troops from vellow fever 
on the isle of Cuba by observing that, 
if proper sanitary measures are adopted, 
including due regard on the part of in- 
dividual soldiers for the rules of camp 
hygiene, there is no reason why our 
troops should not enjoy absolute im- 
munity from the disease. 

On the authority of Dr. Hami't)n, the 
yellow fever plague spot in Cuba is re- 
stricted mainly to the district bordering 
upon the upper portion of Havana har- 
bor. With the utter disregard for prop- 
er sanitary measures which has chiarac- 
terized the rule of Spain in Cuba, hos- 
pital accommodations were established 
at the outbreak of the present revolu- 
tion right in the heart of this infected 
district; and naturally, under such cir- 
cumstances, yellow fever germs have 
played much greater havoc than ineur- 
gent bullets in the matter of decimating 
fhe troops of Spain upon the island. Dr. 
Hamilton contends that if the hospital 
accommodations had been estalished 
elsewhere, the yellow fever germs would 
never have wrought such fatal ravaz-s. 

This distinguished medical authority 
states further thatinthe immediate 
backgrounds of Havana there are lofty 
elevations rising some 800 or 900 feet 
above the level of the sea on which our 
troops should pitch their tents with lit- 
tle fear of being worried by the yellow 
» fever germs. In the neighborhood of 
| Matanzas he states that the hills rise 
» ‘even higher, attaining the safe elevation 
' ‘of1,500 feet. 

P: But while pointing out the compara- 
| ‘tive protection from disease germs which 
' the elevated regions near Havana and 
» “Matanzas offer, Dr. Hamilton takes spe- 
¥ jcial pains to impress upon the minds of 
f individual soldiers the importance of pay- 
® ing strict attention to the rules of camp 
_ hygiene. 

| £'We take this occasion to observe that 
© Whep the present war ends in the expul- 
» sion of the Spanish troops from Cuba, 
- one of the first duties of the government 
| should be to fumigate and clean the 
» plague spots of the island thoroughly. 
© There can be no controversy over the 
' assertion that most of the yellow fever 
* epidemics which have _ broken out in 
w Charleston, Mobile, New Orleans and 
* other southern seaport towns within the 
‘past one hundred years or more, have 
= been imported from Havana, and that 
» ‘one of the greatest blessings to accrue 
— from the triumph of our cause in Cuba

Foreigns Signs and Portents. 
The condition of affairs in Spain has 
| been freely predicted, and yet it is unnat- 
» ural. At atime when the whole nation 
' ghould be united and able to present a 
» solid front to its foes, it is torn by fac- 
tion. Instead of trying to uphold their 
government so that it may be made 
stronger in the face of the difficulties be- 
fore it, the people are submitting them- 
| ‘selves to the leadership of such opera 
© \bouffe statesmen and generals as Weyler. 
| ‘Alf this is unnatural, and there must 
| be some reason for it apart from the 
. characteristics of the Spaniards, which 
+ are foolish enough at best. 
3 And the reason is not far to seek. It 
> 4s the result of bad financial manage- 
» ment—the résilt of the corruption that 
has followed the reign of the high finan- 
ciers, whose policy of currency contrac- 
_ tion tends to the oppression of the peo- 
~ ple, and leads inevitably to revolt. Every 
one of the smaller nations of Europe 
| jthat have submitted to the rule of the 
* high financiers is in a state of decay. 
| In Italy, the bread riots which have 
| treached huge and threatening propor- 
- tions, are simply a tribute to the capac- 
. ity of the money power for robbery in 
- the guise of currency reform. Among 
» ‘the ignorant and unsuspecting, the gold 
standard, or the attempt to reach it, is 
doing its perfect work. It has wrought |. 
' corruption and extravagance in the rul- 
| ing classes, and has brought the people 
- to want. Thus when wheat rises in 
_ price, as it has done recently, the wages 
of the workers are not sufficient to sup- 
» ply their daily necessities. Hence the 
' threatening riots. 
| And all the other gold standard coun- 
| tries will feel the effects of the increase 
- in the price of bread, accompanied, as it 
. de, by no increase in the wage-earning | 
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power of the working people. It will 
be said here that this is precisely the 
result that would have accompanied a 
rise in prices as the result of the free 
coinage of silver; but the truth is that 
there is no sort of relation between the 
two. Iiere we have a rise in prices 
which has not been accompanied by an 
increase in the volume of money. We 
have a dollar which has depreciated by 
nearly two-thirds of its value with re- 
Spect to wheat, but it is still a dear dol- 
lar with respect to wages and also with re- 
spect to nearly all the products of labor. 
Awhile ago, 60 cents would buy a bushel 
of wheat, now it requires more than two 
and a half times 60 cents to buy a bushel. 


sut the country is fortunately situated - 


in this, that the money paid for the 
wheat goes into the pockets of our own 
farmers, and the result will be indirect- 
ly beneficial to large numbers of people, 
and to various interests. 

No matter how we look at the ques- 
tion, the fact remains that dear wheat is 
calculated to place a very severe strain 
on some of the European governments, 
and if it continues six months, it will be 
responsible for some very interesting de- 
velopments. The bread riots in Italy 
are therefore full of significance, and we 
Shall be surprised if they do not lead. 
indirectly, to complications that will in- 
volve the whole of Europe. 

The United States, having unlocked the 
door and turned loose the dogs of war. it 
will be a wonder if the turmoil and con- 
fusion does not spread by infection, as 
it were, to some of the European states, 
where vast populations, suffering from 
they know not what, must be allowed to 
find vent. It is one of the axioms of 
monarchy that when discontent and 
dissatisfaction begin to prevail at home 
it is time to divert attention by war 
abroad, especially when the standing 
army is not large enough to prevent rey- 
olution and rebellion. 

‘The complexion of affairs in conti- 
nental Iurope is beginning to take on 
the hue and color which, according to the 
familiar teaching pf history, precede 
strife and commotion. The upshot of it 
may be, as has already been predicted by 
thoughtful observers, an upheaval that 
will result in arraving the nations of the 
earth against the English-speaking 
world. This, of course, means a de- 
fensive alliance of the United States with 
treat Britain and her colonies, with 
Japan, as a sort of side partner. 

It is noticeable, since England has not 
hesitated to show her sympathy for the 
United States in the struggle which 
we have inaugurated in behalf of hu- 
mane government, that a better feeling 
toward England has begun to display 
itself in this country. That feeling 
would be still more pronounced if Eng- 
land would betray a more human sympa- 
thy for Ireland, which is a part of her 
possessions.

What the Philippines Are Worth. 

The last official report of our consul at 
Manila, Mr. Oscar F. Williams, contains 
some additional information in regard 


to the commercia] resources of the Phil- 


ippines which may be of interest to our 
readers in this connection. 

For the quarter ending December 31, 
1897, the exports of hemp to Great Brit- 
ain and the United States from the 
Philippines aggregated 216,898 bales, of 
which amount 138,792 bales want to 
Great Britain and 78,106 bales to the 
United States. 

During the ten years extending from 
December 31, 1887 to December 31, 1597, 
the total exports of hemp from the Phil- 
ippines aggregated 6,528,967 bales, or 
914,055 tons. Of other exports credited 
to the Philippines during this same pe- 
riod must be included 1,582,904 tons of 
sugar, of which amount 875,150 tons 
went to the United States, 666,391 tons to 


Great Britain and 41,362 tons to cunti- 


nental Europe. 

Without giving any more figures, the 
commercial exports from the Fuilippines 
include cigars, tobacco, hides, shells, ¢cof- 
fee, indigo woods and other products. 

These figures convey some idea of the 


prodigious wealth of the Philippines, In 


point of natural fertility, the islands are 
even richer than Cuba or Porto Rico. 


There is no telling what they are worth. 


Living at Home. 
A very interesting movement has just 
had its birth and beginning in society 


circles in New York and Washington. 
It is nothing less than the open and de- 
clared purpose of the rich women of New 


York and Washington society to pur- 


chase no article of dress or adornment 


that is manufactured in France. 

This movement, which is in the nature 
of a boycott, is not as ridiculous as it 
may seem. It will soon become a vogue. 
It will extend to the sociéty circles of 


every city in the land, and hereafter we 
may expect to hear the ladies who go 
shopping cry out to the clerks, 


“No 
French goods for me, if you please.” 
The occasion of the movement is the 
strong sympathy shown by France for 
Spain, a sympathy based _ simply and 
solely on the fact that a number of 


French financiers are heavily interested 


in Spanish 4 per cent bonds. Since 


France’s attitude in the matter is abso- 


lutely sordid, being entirely opposed to 
the gharacter of her government, and 


even to the traditions of her monarchy, 


the society ladies in the great cities, 
those who spend millions a year on 
French millinery and 
French goods generally, have determined 


to buy no article of apparel whatever 


that is manufactured in I’rance. 

Should this boycott be even partially 
successful, should it be confined only to 
those society belles and dames who im- 
port their gowns and bonnets from Paris, 
a tremendous loss will be inflicted on 
French commerce. Should it be car- 
ried out by all those who have hereto- 
fore found life unendurable without 
French frills and furbelows dedicated to 
the fashionable world by the leaders of 
the Paris demi-monde, the loss to French 
merchants and manufacturers will r‘se 
high in the millions. 

We could wish to see this boycott ex- 
tended and carried out not only with re- 
spect to French goods, but with respect 
to all articles of foreign manufacture. 
There is nothing produced abroad that 
we cannot produce here, and in better 
style. To name only two articles, the 
olive oil we import from the Mediter- 
ranean is simply our cotton seed oil re- 
fined and returned to us, and much of 
our champagne is simply our California 
wine sent to France (or to New York) 
and rebottled and relabeled there. 

It would be of vast ‘benefit to this 
country and add a hundredfold to our 
prosperity if our people would refuse to 
buy all foreign articles of whatever sort 
and kind, and depend entirely on the 
skill and enterprise of our own manu- 
facturers and producers. The xttempt 
to produce a similar result by’ means of 


a high protective tariff has been and al- | 
It does not in- | 


way will be abortive. 
‘\ 
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crease the prosperity of a people to levy 
taxes on them in behalf of manufactur- 
ers, and it does not greatly benefit the 
manufacturers themselves, as the results 
of the Dingley law show. 

Ten years ago the statement that Rus- 
sia could set us an example in this mat- 
ter would have excited derision. But 
Russia is now awake, and the policy she 
has recently adopted of promoting her 
own interests and building up her own 
domestic establishments, is one that may 
be heartily commended as an example to 
our own people. Though Russian cval 
is of an inferior quality, it has been 
found that it can be handied by experts, 
and so none is imported. The Russians 
can rol) only short lengths of railway 
iron, but they utilize them. 

So with all other home products. They 
are used by the government and by the 
people in preference to foreign products, 
and the result is already so manifest 
that travelers report and comment upon 
it. Mr. Julian Ralph, the well-known 
publicist, has an article in June Harp- 
er’s on “Awakened Russia,” and the title 
expresses a part of the result that has 
followed this wise policy of promoting 
home industry and enterprise in the 
only profitable and legitimate way that it 
is possible to promote them. 


The Caroline Islands. 

Since the recent signal victory of Com- 
modore Dewey in Manila harbor, the 
martial spirit of the nation has betrayed 
some faint touch of self-aggrandizement 
in its increased fervor. Several days 
ago we thought merely of expelling 
Spain from’ Cuba; but in the meantime 
circumstances have forced us into Asiat- 
ic waters with such magnificent results 
that we find ourselves possessed of ideas 
which were wholly foreign to our minds 
when hostilities eommenced. What 
fruitage these ideas may bring forth in 
the immediate or remote future we do 
not undertake to forecast. 

some of the leading newspapers of the 
country enthused over the announcement 
which has lately come from the seat of 
battle in the east, have shifted their gaze 
for the time being from the Philippines 
to the Carolines, and the slogan of war 
now is—‘On to the Carolines!”’ 

Since these islands are likely to figure 
in the present conflict, it is pertinent at 
this juncture to make some inquiries in 
regard to them. Oy referring to the 
map we find that they are situated only 
some two hundred miles east of the Phil- 
ippines. ‘They are cofhparatively rich 
islands, but are much less important to 
the world’s commerce’ than are their 
neighbors. Most of them are small and 
insignificant, the largest being only some 
eight or ten miles in length. 

While Spain’s possession. of the islands 
is based upon the right of original dis- 
covery, she came within scorching dis- 
tance of losing them several years ago. 
In 1875 Germany took the position that 
the islands did not properly belong to 
Spain since the latter had failed to ef- 
fectively exercise its sovereignty in giv- 
ing them some form of government. This 
brought Spain to her senses, and she 
immediately began to assert her rights 
over the islands in due form; but Ger- 
many, entertaining covetous hopes of 
possessing the islands herself, notified 
her that she would proceed at once to 
dispute her rights. War seemed inevit- 
able, but the emperor of Germany agreed 
at length to submit the matter to the 
pope of Rome, who decided it by confirm- 
ing Spain in her possession of the 
islands. Since that time Spain’s authority 
over the Carolines has not been in dis- 
pute. 

Of course it is possible, and even like- 
ly, that the Carolines wilé not be dragged 
into the present conflict. They are not 
of any material consequence to us, and if 
seized without good reasons, they would 
certainly involve us in unnecessary com- 
plications. With the Philippines al- 
ready in our grasp and with Porto Rico 
likely to fall into our grasp within the 
next few days, we have enough terri- 
tory now in sight to fully recompense 
us for any damage to which we may be 
put in expelling Spain from Cuba. But 
the developments of war cannot always 
be foreshadowed, and naval operations in 
the waters of the Carolines may come 


next.

TAKES ALL ARDOR 
PROM THE MILITIA 


Action of Some Governors in Not Recog- 
nizing Military Organizations, 


WILL HAVE VERY BAD EFFECT 


President Desired That Militia Should 
Have First Chance. ‘ 


SOME GOVERNORS FOLLOWED THIS PLAN 


Where the Enlisting Has Been 
Otherwise There Is Trouble. 
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By Jos: Qhil. 

Washington, May 9.—(Specia!.)}—The work 
of enlisting and mustering in the volunteer 
army is being pushed forward in the dif- 
ferent states—in some of them rapidly, but 
in others too slowly to please those in 
charge here. 

Most of the rre@gority 
of them—have signified to Adjutant General 
Corbin that-they have their quota of troops 
ready, but the formal work of enlistment 
and mustering into service is necessarily 
delayed somewhat by the work of the exam. 
ining physicians. Kach man must be exam- 
ined, and the examination is very rigid. 
However, this is a mere matter of detail 
|} and does not alter the fact that in most 
of the states the troops have been gathered 
together at the mustering stations and are 
ready for service as soon as called upon. 

The office of the adjutant general is flood- 
ed with letters and telegrams from the 
different states relating to the organization 
of the volunteer troops. General Corbis 
has not as yet been able to furnish a state- 
ment showing just what states have re- 
sponded and which ones have not, as the 
official records deal only with individual 
enlistments, but tnere are very few which 
have not annoumced that their soldiers 
are ready for formal acceptance. 

It is a fact worthy of note that in almost 
of those sfates which are ready 

existing military organizations 
‘were promptly ‘ recognized by the 
governors. In most states the gov- 
ernors have indicated which of the 
militia regiments should make up the state’s 
gota of troops and the regiments so se- 
lected have promptly responded. In those 
states where there has been no such recog- 
nition of the militia—where the militia has 
not been assured that its officers would be 
recognized by the govermor in making cut 
his commissions—there have pdeen misun- 
derstandings and delays. ‘ 

State Militia Should Have Preference. 

Of course it is true that under the call 
for volunteers members of the militia com- 
panies are not forced to enlist, but the 
president in his call signified his desire that 
the militia of the states should be recog- 
nized and given the first chance, and in or- 
der to secure the prompt enlistment of 
these men .t ..as been deemed best in al- 
most all the states to recognize their offi- 
cers, thus letting them come ‘nto the yol- 
unteer army preserving their militia organ- 
izations intact. Where this has not been 
done, the ardor of the citizen soldiery seems 
to have been taken from them and embar- 
rassing *-'ayg have resulted. 

There is either something radically wrong 
with our militia system or there have been 
serious mistakes in its administration. If 
it turns out that in Georgia, for Instance, 
the militiamen do not volumteer promptly 
they themselves will be put in a rather 
peculiar light. For years they have been 
posing as the soldiers of the state. They 
have worn their uniforms on dress parade 
occasions; they wear their military titles 
with great gusto, and in times of peace 
at least they pose as the “whole thing” 
from a military standpoint. The states and 
the federal government contribute toward 
tneir maintenance, the former by furnish- 
ing money and the latter by furnishing 
munitions of ‘war. If, when war comes, 
they fail:to come to the front and bear the 
state's share of the war burden by volun- 
teering their services, there is something 
wrong somewhere. If it were due to any 
lack of pérsonal bravery or personal will- 
ingness, it certainly would reflect upon 
lu.8 men themselves. If it is due to misim- 
terpretation of the apirit of the president's 
call by governors giving commissions to 
friends and ignoring the regularly elected 
officers of the militia regiments and com- 
panies, the resentment of the militiamen 
is natural and vhe blame does not helong 
to the men themselves. 

Illinois Had No Trouble. 

In those states where the governors have 
designated the regiments to make up the 
state’s quota there has been no trouble 
whatever. The men have responded prompt- 
ty and the best results have been vbiaimed, 
The governors who have ignored political 
influenee and personal friendships ‘n giv- 
ing out commissions have pleased the rank 
and file of their state troops and secured 
their prompt and hearty tender of services, 
Governor Tanner, of Illinois, for instance, 
has won unstintel praise from the people 
of his state by turning down young John 
A. Logan, Jr., who endeavored, through 
political infiuence, to force himself upon 
the state as a commander of a cavalry 
regiment. Logam was even willing to equip 
the regiment if he could get its .ommand. 
The strongest possible influences in his be- 
half were brought to bear upon Governor 
Tanner, but he refused to ignore the state 
troops and has placed at the ead of the 
cavalry regiment called for from that state 
the ranking officer of the state’s cavalry. 
This spirit on the part of the governor 
has been of great value not only in up- 
holding the good name of the state in show- 
img a prompt and ready enlistment of vel- 
unteers, but has been an inspiration to the 
militia and will prove of great va.ue in 
the future. 

It shows that the governor regards the 
militia as meaning something. 

Organizations Should Be Respected. 

The fact that thia practice has iot Leen 
followed wumiversally has caused a good 
deal of discussion here as to whether there 
should not be either a separate orxaniza- 
+ tion of federal militia or provision by 
which the state militia shall be recgznized 
in its organized form when emergencies 
come. There should certainly be some way 
of securing the services of the militia of 
the differant states in emergencies I’ke 
this and without delay. If the militia is to 
exist at all, its organization must neces- 
sarily Be respected. If it is to exist at all 
it should be on a prompt moving basis. 
In most of the states this has been recog- 
nized and the result is that t

Court was on at McRae, 
Telfair county. The candidates watch 
court week as eagerly as ladies watch 
spring openings. Wherever court is being 
held these days they you will find the 
candidates. 

The candidates do not alm to strike the 
town on the same ‘day, but sometimes two 
or three of them do it. Each man wants 
the crowd all to himself, as the only time 
he has is at the noon recess, and then the 
witnesses, jurors and others are about as 
affxious to get dinner as to listen to a 
speech. The proprietor of one of the hotels 
of McRae learned that Colonel R. T. Nes- 
bitt, commissioner of agriculture, was 
coming, and had reserved a room for him. 
Colonel Nesbitt’s train was late, and befere 
he arrived another gentleman registered, 
and the clerk hearing him addressed as a 
candidate for commissioner of agriculture, 
sent him up to No. 14. The clerk knew the 
room had been reserved for a candidate for 
that office, and supposed fhe new arrival 
was the man. But it was Colonel O. B. 
Stevens. After a while Colonel Allen Can- 
dler arrived, and the hotel being crowded, 
he was shown up to No. 4. Along about 
3 o’clock in the morning Colonel Nesbitt 
appeared, and the night clerk was about 
to assign him to the bed in No. 14. when 
he djscovered that there were already two 
occupying it. : 

Had Colonel Nesbitt’s train arrived on 
time, he would have reached the hotel 
before Colonel Candler, and he and his 
opponent would have been roommates for 
one night at least. The candidates for 
commissioner of agriculture met the next 
morning and laughed over the incident. 
Colonel Stevens said that he was after 
Colonel Nesbitt’s political bed, and hoped 
he would have as good luck in beating him 
to it as he had in reaching the feather bed 
ahead of him. Colonel Nesbitt replied that 
it was the only opportunity Colonel Stevens 
would have to get his berth. 


Colonel ‘‘Buck’’ Candler, of Union county, 
came down yesterday. He says that there 
is not one man in the county, so far as 
can be found, democrat, republican or 
populist, who’ is against Colonel Allen 
Candler. The county has been canvassed 
thoroughly, and if there is any opposition 
to the man from Hall, it has not de- 


veloped. 


A lively political meeting was expected 
to occur at a small precinet up in Rabun 
county last night. The place is away off 
in the mountains, far removed from a 
telegraph office, and no report could be 
obtained, but there is little doubt that the 
first joint debate between Congressman 
Carter Tate and Solicitor General Howard 
Thompson occurred. 

Colonel Tate made an appointment some 
days ago to speak in Rabun tonight. Cuir- 
culars were distributed announcing the 
ineeting, and it was sfated on the circulars 
that Colonel Thompson had been invited to 
attend all the Tate meetings, and had been 
assured that he would get on equal divis- 
ion of time. Colonel Thompson was can- 
vassing the lower part of his district when 
the news reached him. He canceled an 
engagement which he had for last night 
and started for Rabun. He said on Sunday 
when he left Gainesville that he proposed 
to go to the meeting and demand a division 
of time and proceed to inaugurate a series 
of joint debates. 

From now on, this campaign in the ninth 
will be more aggressive than it has been, 
and it has not been at all dull for some 


months. 


Mr. R. C. Wyche, a traveling man who 
has been in twenty south Georgia countics 
within the last few weeks, says that he 
had business with the courthouse officials 
in every county town. 

“I made it a point to ask them about the 
political situation,” he said, “and in all 
but two or three counties I was told by 
the county officers that Candler, Stevens 
and Hardin would win in their respective 
contests.

As Soon as 2,400 Are in Camp They 
Will Be Sent to Chickamauga 


EVERY TRAIN BRINGS NEW TROOPS 


Men Are Hard at Work and Find 
Much To Do—The Last of the 
Atianta Companies Will Ar- 
rive at Camp This 
Morning.

Camp Northen, Griffin Ga., May 9.—(From 
@ Staff Correspondent.)—Georgia'’s vyolun- 
teers will not be sent to war from this 
rendezvous. The headquarters here are 
only temporary. As soon as the full quota 
of 2,400 men is mustered in the whole com- 
plement will be shipped to Chickamauga, 
where the southern volunteers will be as- 
eembied for final preparations for the 
struggle. Examinations for mustering in 
have already begun. The whole camp will 
be formally enlisted in the service of the 
government as soon ae possible. The belief 
is prevalent among the officers here that 
the transfer to Chickamauga will be made 
some time mext week. No definite informa- 
tion has been received from the war de- 
partment to this effect, but this is the 
Plan outlined to me this morning by Co!o- 
nel Oscar J. Brown, who ts in command 
of the troops. 

“It would be foolish,”’ said he, ‘‘to start 
these raw recruits off to battle without a 
further knowledge of military tactics. A 
large humber of them know absolutely 
nothing about drilling, and it will take a 
week or more to get them in condition. I 
believe the whole force here will then be 
transferred to Chickamauga. It is the in- 
tention of the war department to concen- 
trate the voluntéer troops just the same as 
the. régulars. Besides, Camp Northen is 
inadequate for the accommodation of two 
full regiments. There is not sufficient room 
here. I do not know exactly when the 
change wil] take place, but in my opinion 
it will not be long, cliihough I have no 
definite information to this effect.’’ 

The actual work of mustering in the men 
has been delayed om acéount of the non- 
errival of the treope Captain Mills, the 
and Major Carter, the 
eurgeon of the United States army, are 
here, but their instructions are not to en- 
list the men until the full state complement 
has been recruited. Although the examin- 
ing officers are turning out volunteers as 
fast as they can be examined, Georgia’s 
2,400 men are not in camp, and will not be 
in two or three days. In order to hasten 
matters as much as possible Major Carter 
began physical examinations this afternoon, 
taking the fleld and staff officers of the 
First regiment first. All passed the ex- 
amination and will be duly enlisted when 
the state quota is completed. 


Every Train Brings New Troops. 

This has been the Dusiest day here since 
mobilization begi..

The 
exact number of t ps enrolled tonight is 
1,074, of which 570. |jme in today. The ad- 
vance guard of th| First regiment from 
Savanhaéh arrived at 7 o'clock this morning 
in command of Colonel Lawton and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel J. F. Brooks.

Captain J. Van Holt Nash, of the At- 
lanta Rifles, arrived shortly before noon 
with forty-three men. More of his men will 
be down tomorrow. He occupies a street 
adjacent to Captain Willeoxon on the east- 
ern side of the hill. At 12 o’clock Lieuten- 
ant N. KB. Powell, of Captain Willcoxon's 
company, arrived with eleven men from 
Newnan. More are expécfed tomorrow. 

Captain O’Brien, from Waycross. and 
Captain Scott, from Albany, with eizhty- 
one men each, arrived at 7 o’clock tonight. 
Large quotas are expected from Atlanta 
and eouth Georgia tomorrow. There are 
over 1,400 troops yet to arrive. 

Captain Brown is considerably worried 
over his lack of sufficlerit equipment. Not- 
withstanding two full) regiments are #xX- 
pected, there are in camp at present tents 
for only 1,800 men.

Unless more tents coma 
the late arrivais will have no shelter at 
night but nature’s canopy, under which 
many a brave soldier hag slept before. 
Molonel Brown. will probably have some of 
the stables transformed into sleeping quar- 
ters tomorrow, where a good number of 
men can be accommodated. 


The Men Are Still Cheerful. 


This is the third day in camp, and none 
of the men have yet expressed a desire to 
g0 home. One of Captain Willcoxon’s men 
Serenaded his fellow street sweepers— 
erstwhile bank clerks and lawyers—with 
the inappropriate melodies, ‘We have seen 
better days” and “Don’t tell them that 
you saw meé,”’ this morning, but the wail 
of this heart-sick soul seemed to have nod 
effect on the others. This afternoon the 
same song bird burst forth again with the 
following lines to the tune of “Old Hun- 
dred:’’ 

. “I had rather stay at home 
And lose my pride, 
Than to fight for Cuba 
And lose my hide.’’ 


An old countryman, with typical populist 
whiskers, strolled into camp this after- 
noon and approached Major Calloway. He 
lives in Jasper, Ga., and wanted some 
guns sent to his home to fight the Spanish. 

“You don’t need any guns in Jasper,” 
replied Major Calloway. ‘There is no dan- 
ger of the enemy’s fleet bombarding your 
town.”’ 

“Well,”” continued the countryman, “I 
seed it in the paper the other day where 
the flyin’ squadroon had started, and I 
didn't know what time it might light in 
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Jasper.’’ That is the story the boys are 
telling. I vouch for their voracity, but am 
not so certain about their vefacity. 

Heavy gloom was cast over the camp this 
afternoon by the departure 
Louis Kenan, post quartermaster. He has 
accepted a commission in the Savannah 
Guards, and wilk enlist recruits from Dal- 
ton, Rome and north Georgia. Kenan will 
be sadly missed. He was the colonel’s 
jester—the life of the camp. He was the 
first officer to be examined by the federal 
authorities, and strange to say, passed, 
not on his match-like figure, says Major 
Carter, but on his reputation. Major Frank 
Calloway has been appointed to succeed 
Captain Kenan as quartermaster, and has 
entered upon the discharge of his duties. 

The men in camp here are a queer lot— 
a composite collection fromgall the walks 
of life. Socia], educational, commercial 
lines have been obliterated by a common 
unity, the foundation of which is patriot- 
ism. Patrician flies in the same tent, on 
the same straw bed, with plebeian without 
a thought of the distinction. There are 
lawyers, bankers, doctors, preachers, clerks, 
carpenters, farmers and blacksmiths in one 
company. Some of the very best and some 
of the humblest families in the state are 
represented in the ranks. A finer lot of 
fellows has never been got together, how- 
ever, and they long for the day when they 
may splice Spanish hides with American 
bullets. There is fight in the old land yet. 

Raw Recruits Try To Drill. 

Immediately after breakfast this morn- 
ing Captains Willcoxon and Bradley march- 
ed their men out on the parade grounds and 
drilled them for an hour and a half. Owing 
to the absence of guns, the recruits could 
not be put through the regular *.ianeuver-

profited thereby. It will not take them 
long to master the art of drilling. Old 
Glory.was run up on the flag pole early in 
the mprning, and the state flag was dis- 
played directly in front of Colonel Brown's 
headquarters. Every man is required to 
remove his hat when passing the flag. 

The Southern Bell Telephone Company 
has placed a long-distance ’phone near the 
colonel’s quarters, and the camp is now in 
communication with the world. The sol- 
diers may telephone to and be telephoned 
from any part of the state. This morn- 
ing a large bulletin board was erected near 
the telephone booth, on which were dis- 
played the latest war bulletins from The 
Constitution office. When the officers learn- 
ed that a battle between Sampson and the 
Spanish fleet was expected today all ex- 
pressed the belief that if the Americans 
won, the war would be of short duration. 
There are several mail deliveries during the 
day, to which they look forward with great 
eagerness. “All communications should be 
addressed to the men in care of their fre- 
spective captains. 

Still no definite arrangement has been 
made for a band. Colonel Brown is anxious 
to have some jood music in the camp, but 
has not decided exactly how to go about 
it.

UNDER THE SURGEON’S EYE 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The crowd that had gathered about the 
raw recruits whe were undergoing the phys- 
ical examination made way for a tall, lank 
country youth, beardless and full of ener- 
gy, who straggled into the room and took a 
seat, drawing a long sigh of relief and gaz- 
ing with excited interest into the faces of 
the men who had preceded him. 

“I ain’t done a thing but walked seven- 
teen miles fur to jine t army,’ said the 
country youth, waiting for a wor of com- 
mendation and approval from his audience. 
“I done come all the way today, too, that’s 
what I done, and I am most starved out. 
[I ain’t a-caring though, much, for when I 
gits in ther line I will git a sufficiency of 
hard tack ter last me erlong time, I ’spose.”’ 

For three hours the enthusiastic and 
patriotic applicant awaited his turn to be 
stripped and carried before the examing, 
board, but he waited patiently, taking the 
delay as one of the hardships of war. 

Finally he was announced to the board, 
and he readily placed himsel? on record 
as being a true and patriotic American-born 
citizen, adding to his oath that he never 
was out of the state of Georgia in his life, 


and wouldn’t know a Spaniard if he were to 


see one. 

After going through the long and tedious 
ordeal of the examinination, he was inform- 
ed that he could not pass. 

The .enthusiast marched wearily from the 
eapitol,his face set toward the sinking”’sun 
and in the direction of his country home, 
seventeen miles beyond the shining dome of 
the capitol, where he had met, perchance, 
with his first great disappointment in life. 


And the stalwart son of the country was 
not the only one who drank the dregs of 
bitter disappointment yesterday. 

Late in the afternoon a frail woman, 
wearing the weeds of widowhood, called 
at the capitol and asked to see the man in 
charge of the military. She was shown 
into the adjutant’s office and there she ask- 
ed that her young son, her baby boy, as she 
called him, be restrained from going to the 
war. 

She described the wayward youth to the 
officers, for she knew the clothing he wore; 
she remembered the patch on the trousers, 
and the torn brim of last summer's hat. 

“I don’t want him to go to the war,” she 
said, sorrowfully. “His father before him 
went, and was wounded. John is 
brave, and a good; boy, and he’s 
been reading the papers and has got 
it into his mind that he must go and fight 
or he will be a coward. I know he ain’t no 
coward, but he thought he would be if he 
didn’t go, and that’s What caused him to 
leave without even telling me goodby, for 
he knew I would never consent.”’ 

The lad had.gone, as he was examined 
two days before. He passed a good exami- 
nation, and the officers said he would make 
a good soldier when the test was complete.

FIELDER GIFFORD IS THE STAKE 


He Hit Kelly, of Mobile, and Was 
* Buspended by Powers. 


HIS LOSS CRIPPLES THE ATLANTA TEAM 


Yhe Wires Were Kept Hot for a Time 
an? Tt Is Now Time for Powers 
=o Show Down. 


a 


Te deceased hoodoo that caused the 
Atlanta ball team to lose so many 
games the first part of the season has 
gone the way that all good hoodoos should 
go, but another one has joined the team 
and it brings more serious trouble. 

This bright particular hoodoo résides 
down in New Orleans and has a big hand 
in Managing the affairs of the league. He 
gave Atlanta all the worst of it in a little 
controversy yesterday, but before he gets 
through with the Atlanta club he will find 
that they are not to be run over without 
a fair showing. The controversy arose out 
of the ‘trouble that Atlanta’s left fielder, 
yifford, had in Mobile day before yesterday. 
sifford had a fight with Jack Kelly, man- 
ager of the Mobile team. It has not been 
learned what started the fight, but it is 
said by his friend that Gifford was in 
the right and that Kelly went out of his 
way to get a licking. Kelly does not play 
On the team and it is not recorded how 
he got mixed up with the players on the 
field, as he had no right there. Outside 
of this fact the following telegram  fre- 
ceived from Mr. Edward Wood, who is 
with the team, goes to show that Gifford 
could not have been so much in the wrong 
at any rate: Following is the telegram: 

*““Mobile, Ala.—W. T. Moyers, Atlanta, 
Ga.: Gifford seems justified. Mobile de- 
mands PoOwers suspend him immediately. 
Will wire Powers demanding full investiga- 
tion first. EDWARD P. WOOD.” 

Immediately upon receipt of this tele- 
gram Colonel Moyers telegraphed the fol- 
lowing to Mr. Henry Powers, president of 
the league: 

“Henry Powers, President of the South- 
ern Baseball League, New Orleans, La.,: 
Reliable information Kelly responsible for 
yesterday's fight. If Gifford is to blame I 
will gladly see him punished, but demand 
full investigation before his suspension. 
My team must not be crippled to please 
Mobile. Kelly is as crazy as Gifford. 

“W. T. MOYDRS.”’ 

As a matter of fact and according to the 
league rules, Powers had no right or au- 
thority in the world to suspend Gifford 
until he had investigated, but as Gifford 
is the best player on the Atlanta team 
and one that all of the other players are 
afraid of, and the team was going to New 
Orleans, it was suspected that Powers 
would lay him off so that he could not 
get in the game at New Orleans. 

It is stated on good authority that Powers 
is not only president of the league, but 
he is a stockholder in the Mobile club and 
chief owner of the New Orleans club. The 
suspicion of the Atlanta directors was not 
unfounded, for the following telegram 
from Mr. Wood shows that Powers did 
exactly what they gere afraid he would 
presume to do. Following is the telegram 
from Mr. Wood: 

“Mobile, Ala.—W. T. Moyers, Atlanta, 
Ga.: Powers wires me that Gifford is sus- 
pended pending investigation. 

“Ee. P. WOOD.” 

Of course President Powers had no right 
whatever to suspend Gifford at the com- 
mand of the Mobile or any other club until 
he had learmed the facts in the case. It 
would be manifestly unfair to give the 
president of the league power to cripple a 
team in any such manner, especially when 
they were away from home. There is no 
rule in the league that justifies any such 
action. ' : 

The last three games in Mobile, in which 
the Atlantas were victorious every game, 
show that.Atlanta has reached a point 
where they cannot beat her without re- 
sorting to unfair means. 

But President Moyers, of the Atlanta 
team, did not intend to have the team run 
over in y such manner, and he fired the 
following*™telegram to Powers immediately 
upon the receipt of Mr. Wood's last tele- 
gram: 

“Henry Powers. President of the South- 
érn Baseball League, New Orleans, La.: As 
you know Atlanta has no one to play in 
Gifford’s place, to. suspend him without in- 
vestigation cripples us for the benefit of 
Mobile and New Orleans. Unless he is re- 
instated instantly I will order my team 
home tonight. 1 await. answer until o 
o'clock. WwW. T. MOYERS.” 

Colonel Moyers did not intend that At- 
lanta should be crippled away from home 
without being given a fair hearing, and 
especially as it would benefit New Orleans, 
whether that was the intent of the sus- 
pension or not. It will be remembered 
that the third baseman of the New Orieans 
team, when in Atlanta, repeatedly held 
the Atlanta \runners and was loudly hissed 
by the spectators. The Mobile pitcher was 
guilty of such profane language that la- 
sties had to leave the grounds, but the At- 
lanta club did rot demand the suspension 
of these players, for they realized that 
Powers did not have the right to suspend 
them without a hearing and they did not 
wish either to take unfair advantage of a 
team while away from home. But the 
sume spirit of fairness and justice does 
not seem to exist down in New Orleans, 
und Powers wired the following telegram 
back in answer to President Moyers’s very 
just demand: * 

“W. T. Moyers, President Atjanta Base- 
ball Club, Atianta, Ga.—I regret the s.tua- 
tion, but cannot allow Gifford to go un- 
punished. ‘This is not his first oftense. 

| “HENRY POW HHS.” 

While it was not stated positively that 
Gifford would not be aliowed to play in 
New Orleans, it was not stated that he 
would be aliowed to play, and it was evi- 
degtiy the intent of the order to keep him 
out of the game in that city. The New 
VUrieans people knew yery well that the 
Atianta team would take their scalp in 
good fasnion, for they had just’seen Mobile 
siaughtered and they did not intend to go 
down in the same way. They knew to 
have Atlanta come down there and Wipe 
them up would aimost be the death biow to 
basebali in New Orleans, and they evident- 
ly wanted to put Atlanta im as bad a fix as 
possible so that they might have a chance 
to win. The fact that the New Orleans 
players are not what they should be is 
clearly demonstrated by the papers of 
their own town. Tihe New Orleans papers 
hate roasted the team right aiong, and as 
they coulia mét win fairly, they had to re- 
sort to tricks. But Atlanta was not to be 
tricked so easily and unless Powers chang- 
es his mind and shows a disposition ‘to 
treat the Atlanta club fairly, the Atlanta 
team will not be in New Orileams this af- 
ternoon to meet the Pelicans. When Pres- 
ident Moyers received the last rather indefi- 
nite telegram from Powers he was not at 
all satisfied at the way Atlanta was be.ng 
treated and he did not intend to have the 
team go to New Orleans so completely at 
the mercy of Powers and his crowd. The 
Atiantas are always willing, however, to 
_.. all they can toward fairness, and they 
will meet the others more than half way 
if they stand half a chance of getting jus- 


tice. 

President Moyers wired Powers the fol- 
lowing telegram, which closed the con- 
troversy at this end of the line and left 


| the matter in Powers’s. hands ‘to settle } 


whether Atlanta should go to New Orleans 
or not. What Powers did could not be 
learned last night, but if they aid not give 
& favorable answer to’ the following tele- 
gram the Atlanta team wil) arrive home 
some time today: Following is President 
Moyers’s telegram. ; 

“Henry Powers, President Southern Base- 
ball League, New Orieans, La.—Gifford may 
be guilty, bet you don’t know it. You 
know that I would not wphold him in prov- 
en wrong. To punish him before trial is 
unjust and unkind to Atlanta and gives 
New Orleans an unfair advantage. Have 
ordered my team home unless you wire that 
Gifford ean play in New Orleans until! full 
investigation acquits or convicts. My es- 
teem and respect for you unchanged. 

W. T. MOYERS.” 

Whether. or not. Powers wired to. Mobile 
that Gifford would be allowed to play in 
New Orleans until the matter could be in- 
vestigated could not be learned last night, 
but if he did not, the Atlantas will not g0 
to New Orleans, but will come home and 
have the matter investigated before they 
go to Birmingham. On this tnip Atlanta 
was to have played Mobile, New Orleans, 
Birmingham and Montgomery. They will 
fill all of the engagements with the poss!- 
ble exception of the New Orleans dates. 
‘ine Atlanta team is in the fight to stay, 
but they are determined to have fair play.

LEAVE TOMORROW 


Allanta’s Men Will Be in Camp 
In Another Day, 


MANY “OFFICERS GO TODAY 


Examinations Progress Rapidly Among 
the Recrutf at the Capitol 


ATHENS AND GAINESVILLE TROOPS COME 


Governor Atkinson Goes to Camp 
Northen and Will Spend Day 
There—Acting Adjutant Gen- 
eral Erwin Working To 
Get Men Off, 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS WERE 
continued at the ¢apitol yesterday and the 
progress made in the work was more rapid 
than for any previous day. Dr. Davis is 
becoming more expert in judging fie men 
as they come before him and only a short 
time is now required: by him to point out 
the defects of the physique of the em- 
bryonie soldiers and pass them or throw 
them. out. 

Four detachments were sent to camp 
during the day and more will follow today. 
All.the men, including those who will come 
from Athens and Gaingsville tomorrow, will 
be examined Wednesday and sent to camp. 
It is calculated by the officers that ali the 
troops to go to camp from Atlanta will be 
there by tomorrow night, and the eapitol, 
where such activity has been for several 
days, will be practicaily deserted. 

Twenty per cent of the sixty men ex- 
amined yesterday were thrown out for de- 
fects. A part of Captain Nash’s company, 
some members of the light battery and the 
-recruits in Captain ‘Barker’s company went 
through the examinations. Some fine 
epecimens were found among these, while 
there was a good percentage of them de- 
fective. 

The examinations of members of the 
Bame companies will be continued today, 
and it is expected that all the men who 
have enrolled from Atlanta will be in camp 
tomorrow night. 

A company composed of sixty men from 
Athens under the command of Captain 
Beussee wil arrive here tomorrow and go 
through the examination. There is no sur- 
| geon commissioned in that place and they 
ere brought here as the nearest point to 
'Geiffin and on the way there. Those who 
fail in the examinatiog[’ will be returned to 
'their homes in the Clatptc City. 

_ Another detachment will come from 
Gainesville of about thirty-five under the 
‘command of Lieutenant W. R. Chamblee. 
These will be examined as the others and 
given t® same opportunities to enter the 
army. These two companies will be in the 
battalion to be commanded by Major Al- 
imand. 

Soldiers Go to Camp. 

Nearly 100 men went to Griffin from At- 

lanta yesterday. Forty under the coim- 
mand of Captain Nash and eighteen from 
the light battery went on the early train 
yesterday morning. Thirty-six left yester- 
day afternoon aud there were a good num- 
ber of stragglers whose companies have 
/preceded them to the atate rendezvous. 
' In these large lots the men are rushed 
‘to their destination, where they can secure 
the training that will make them soldiers 
abie to battle with the most valorous and 
bravest Spaniards. Acting Adjutant Gen- 
eral Erwin has been hard at work arrang- 
ing for the men and has not had a hitch in 
‘his department so far as transporting or 
caring for them while here, 

The men have always been anxious to go 
to the camp, where they can breathe a real 
war atmosphere and hear the notes of the 
bugle and the rattle of the drum. A thrill 
'runs through the men as they are ordered 
'to fall in and march to the train. Those 
going today will be almust in one body and 
\will make a fine appearance. Captsin Bar- 
ker’s men yesterday were composed large- 
ly of those belonging to his company at- 
tached to the Fifth Georgia regiment of 
the state militia. They wore uniforms 
with the heavy knapsaeks and carried their 
guns. 

Aa immense crowd gathered at the depot 
to see them away. The soldiers were ali 
‘from Atlanta and a great number of those 
‘who saw them leave on the train were 
‘members of the families of the men and 
their friends.

Many Kinds of Recruits. 

The recruiting stations that have been 
open in the capitol since the first call for 
volunteers will close in the next few days, 
@s soon as all the troops get away. The 
variety of men who have sought places 
in the ranks will seek in the future in 
vain. 

Strong, stalwart®men have come from 
all parts of the state to join the soldiers 
in Atlanta, and it has been a question with 
the recruiting officers why it was that 
the men did not join the companies that 
were made up in their own vicinities. Some 
of them have come from Alabama and 
others from South Carolina, while a great 
many have come from the country around 
Atlanta. 

One tall fellow was waiting in the senate 
chamber yesterday admiring the pictures 
of Geofgia’s statesmen there when he was 
called upon for a speech.

If £ny Objections Is Raised in Army 
Circles It Is Not Known. 


BRANCH Y. M. C. A. IN GRIFFIN 


State Secretary McGill Says It Wili Be 
Established at Once for the Bene- 
fit of Georgia Volunteers. 


The movement of the Young Men's Ckris- 
tian Association in Georgia to establish 
headquarters in the volunteer and regular 
army camps throughout the state has met 
with the heartiest approval in Atlanta 
wherever it has been discussed. The idea, 
while not a new one, appears novel, but in 
no circle, not even that of the strictest 
disciplinarians of the army, has the slight- 
est objection been raised to it so far.

Just out of the windows are green trees 
ars grass and the twitter of birds and the 
rattle of the trains passing the fort are 
enough to indicate to the men that they 
are in touch with nature, civilization and 
humanity. 

It is not at all necessary that the Span- 
lards keep quiet and they are allowed to 
talk as much as they please, provided they 
do not become boisterous. 

A number of the sixteen are Spaniards of 
high family and rich blood and in their 
own country their names are known inthe 
high ranks of the navy. But the irony of 
war has made them equal in the American 
eye and they are classed as prisoners, no 
distinction being made between the officer 
and the soldier. 

With the prisoners, however, a line is in- 
delibly drawn and the officer and the pri- 
vate, though fn prison and suffering a 
common fate, are as equally distinct and 
Separate as when they proudly sailed on 
their big war boat and swore to fight for 
the Spanish flag. 

So distinctly drawn is this line of class 
that the privates bare their heads while 
in the presence of their officers, a sign of 
respect which is invariably shown. 

Only Interview with Spaniards. 

The representative of The Constitution, 
present when the special car containing the 
Spaniards arrived at the barracks Satur- 
day night, obtained the only interview had

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by a newspaper man with any of the 
prisoners. 

The officers in charge at the time were 
in an adjoining room engaged in searching 
the Spanish officers preparatory to sending 
them to their cell, and the reporter was 
admitted to the main guardroom in which 
the privates were being closely watched by 
the sergeant of the Twenty-fifth, who had 
just arrived and was not acquainted with 
the strict order issued by General Graham 
to allow no interviews to be had with the 
Spaniards. 

The reporter quickly gave one of the 
Spanish privates to understand what he 
desired to know, namely, what ship they 
were captured on and the American man- 
of-war which brought them to. A scrap of 
paper was furnished’ the Don, and after 
drawing the picture here reproduced and 
writing the Spanish nouns for ship and 
sea, “Barco” and “Mar,"’ pronounced the 
name “Argonauta,’ the steamer he and 
his companions were taken from. He then 
made a dismal attempt to write Nashville, 
the cruiser that took them captive off the 
harbor of Cienfeugos, and by the time the 
interview had progressed that far, an or- 
derly sergeant entered the room and the 
reporter disappeared in the other direction, 
but with his interview safe in his pocket. 


MERCHANTS BID. 
TO SUPPLY: FOOD 


Atlanta Concerns Want Contracts 
To Supply Army, 


SAMPLES FOR INSPECTION 


Major Oravo’s Office Filled With Many 
Things for Soldiers, 


COMPETES WITH EAST AND WEST 


Commissary Department Officials Will 
Let Conttacts To Furnish All 
Kinds of Supplies for Army 
and Bids Are Being 
Rapidly Made. 


MANY BIDS WILL BE OPENED BY 
Major Dravo, of the commissary depart- 
ment of the department of the gulf, in a 
few days, and contracts will be let for 
furnishing all the food supplies for the 
soldiers of the armies stationed in the 
states that make up this department. 

Atlanta merchants will be given an op- 
portunity to make bids to furnish these 
supplies; and many of them have already 
given them in. Yesterday there was a 
large number of samples on a large table 
in the office of Major Dravo, chief of the 
commissary department, showing what the 
Atlanta merchants could furnish, and the 
prices at which they were quoted were 
given in their bids. The office resembles 
a small grocery store. All the packages 
and articles, consisting of canned goods 
and other things, were assorted, and the 
samples of each firm that had sent them 
there were separate from the others. 

This begins what will develop if the war 
lasts any time into bringing Atlanta to the 
front as one of the largest commercial 
centers of the country. It will be in direct 
cempetition with St. Louis, Louisville, Chi- 
cago, Baltimore, New York and the larger 
cities of the country, with thé advantages 
in favor of Atlanta on account of the city’s 
location. 

The merchants here-will be given every 
opportunity to be the successful bidders 
in furnishing these food supplies, and many 
of them have made arrangements with the 
factories and agents in the east, north and 
west to furnish them with large quantities 
of the products to meet the demand. 

Major Drave wants to give the mer- 
chants of Atlanta a chance to get the con- 
tracts, and will offer to them the same in- 
ducements that will be given to large con- 
cerns in the west and east, and a large 
number of bids will be opened before a 
contract ig let. 

Everything is wanted by the commissary 
department that can be used by a soldier 
except his war material; that is, those 
things which he uses to fight with and his 
ammunition. All food supplies, cans, plates, 
tooth brusl.es, pipes and other neeessaries 
that are furnished the soldiers by the 
government will be bought from the firm 
making the lowest bid. 

Major Dravo’s office yesterday was filled 
with these things from the Atlanta mer- 
chants. Samples are asked for, so that 
the goods to be sold the government can 
be examined and carefully chosen. If the 
articles supplied do not come up to the 
sample given for inspection they will not 
be accepted. 

Major Dravo said that every bid received 
would be carefully considered, and the 
amount of work involved in considering 
all of them was enormous. The figures 
have to be considered, the quantities and 
the time required by each firm have to be 
figured out, the goods have to be inspected 
and the railroad rates trom all the points 
where the firms that make bids are located 
have to be calculated and allowance made 
for these before any of the bids are ac- 
cepted. 

The prices given in the bids are for 
freight on board at the point where the 
concern shipping the supplies located, 
and the freight rates from that point to the 
army must be made before the exact cost 
the supplies will be to the government can 
be found. 

It is thought by the Atlanta merchanis 
that they will have an advantage over 
those of other cities the greater 
part of the army will be nearer this city 
if stationed at Chicka:nauga or in Florida 
or Cuba than to the merchants of any other 
city, and if the price of the goods can be 
made the Same and furnished in the same 
quantities, ths -nerchants here believe they 
can furnish the supplies to the government 
so that the total price wiil be less to the 
United States than the merchants of any

All Sorts of Prices Were Paid for July 
in Different Parts of the Pit—For 
Few Moments Was Impossi- 
ble to Tell What Price 
Predominated. 


Chicago, May 9.—The most excited market 
Since tne Franco-Russian war was wit- 
nessed in the wheat pit today on the Chi- 
eago- board of trade. An advance of 14%c 
a bushel Was scored in the active option— 
duly. The market reacted only le from the 
highest point, July closing strong at $1.20%. 
May Wheat rose to $1.75 and finished at the 
top—a net gain of 8c. The recent sharp ad- 
vance In May was insignificant in com- 
parson with today’s buige in July. Bids 
had frequently to be advanced 2 or 3 ¢ on 
the execution of a single order. A sensa- 
tional advance at Liverpool—over 12c for 
July—started the Chicago market, and after 
the start there was apparently no stopping. 
Corn advanced 2c, oats lc, pork 274%c, iard 
ic. ribs 24c. 

The Liverpool wheat market today ex- 
celled all previous efforts at startling ad- 
vances 'by opening 7d higher for May, and 
from “7d to 9d up for July, compared with 
paturday’s closing figures. Tnat set the 
Chicago Wheat pit into a roar of nervous 
excitement at the opening. All sorts of 
prices were paid for July simuitaneously in 
different parts of the pit. It was impossi- 
ble for a tew minutes to getan idea of what 
price Was predominating, but after awhile 
the opening range, as near as could be found 
out, Was given at from $1.06% to §$1.10%. 
Tradihg between those limits was. enor- 
mous for two or three minutes, but buying 
orders without limit: to price poured in 
from the outside, and the price leaped up- 
Ward in great bounds, touching $1.14 for an 
instant. The market rebounded to $1.11%. 
Shorts saw that their only chance to re- 
coup was by doubling, and price was no ob- 
ject. Up shot quotations again, touching 
$1.16, ten minutes after the opening. An- 
other reaction to $1.13% followed, but offer- 
ings were greedily absorbed, and the market 
gradually settled down around $1.15. ‘Trad- 
ing in May began at 8c advance. Leiter sold 
a little at $1.75, causing a reaction to $1.70, 
which, however, was quickly recovered. 
The usuai statistical figures were utterly 
disregarded. Local receipts were 343 cars, 
against 9 a year ago. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth received 428 cars, against 419 a year 
ago. The world’s shipments were 9,773,000 
bushels last week, India contributing 1,5468,- 
000 bushels and Russia 3,312,000 bushels, 
against 2,550,000 bushels last year. Prima- 
ry western markets received 628,000 bushels 
compared with 336,000 bushels the corre- 
sponding day of 1897. The English visible 
supply increased 239,000 busheis. The quan- 
tity on ocean passage was 560,000 bushels 
smaller than a week ago. After a brief rest 
at $1.15, the buying for American bread- 
stuffs appeared to be conclusively shown by 
the announcement of fresh bids to Leiter for 
2,000,000 bushels of red wheat.

SHAM BATTLE 
AT BRISBINE PARK| 


Governor's Volunteers Give Battle to the 
Washington Guards. 


WERE 


NO LIVES LOST 


The Negro Gesiaieiian Engaged in 
Harmless War Yesterday. 


JACKSON M’HENRY’S MEN VICTORIOUS 


The Negroes Showed What They Could 
Do for the Spaniards if Called 
To Go to Cuba. 


Brisbine park yesterday afternoon 

when the Washington Guards, under 
command of Lieutenant Parker and the 
Governor’s Volunteers, with Jackson Mc- 
Henry at their head, met in sham conflict 
to show the 2,000 spectators present what 
war is like. 

The two cdlored volunteer companies 
have been hard at work drilling night and 
day for the past two weeks in expecta- 
tion of a call from the government to pro- 
ceed to Key West and yesterday to the 
tuneful sound of drum and fife they went 
forth to do battle with each othér in lieu 
of Spaniards. 

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon the soldiers 
formed line in front of their respective ar- 
mories and marched in proud composure 
out Forsyth street to the park, where the 
nerve of each officer and private Was to 
receive its test. The men/excited consid- 
erable comment as they filed past the spec- 
tators in the street and much surprise was 
expressed at their form and excellent be- 
havior. The occasion was a gala one for the 
negroes of Atlanta and over 2,000 of them 
were crowded in the grand stand amd 
emokers of Brisbine Park awaiting the 
arrival of the Governor’s Volunteers and 
the Washington Guards, whose sham en- 
gagement had been looked forward to for 
some days passed. 

As the companies marched through the 
gates and on the field where the death 
grapple was to be taken, the audience arose 
and gave a mighty shout of satisfaction. 
An extensive programme consisting of a 
game of baseball and a number of bicycle 
races between local colored cracks, was 
arranged to arouse enthusiasm for the 
climatic fireworks, As the ball game pro- 
geressed, however, the interest gave away 
and the crowd sent off intermittent howls 
at different stages of the contest which in- 
dicated that they were sated with this 
feature. 

The bicycle races came next and by the 
time the last lap had been run and the 
soldiers were lined up in battle array, dusk 
ahd fallen and the weird scene was greaily 
intensified thereby. Both companies at once 
took position in the left end of the field 
where a redistribution of the men had to 
be made in order to put them on an equal 
footing, as McHenry’s company was larger 
than that under Lieutenant Parker. 

The Governors Volunteers had eight 
fours an hand and the Washington Guards 
only six and after some discussion it was 
arranged to make them equal by giving 
Lieutenant Parker command of one four 
from the Governor’s Volunteers. The fife 
and drum fell upon the ears of the waiting 
crowd as a sweet sound and McHenry’s 
force started off at the same time to circle 
the field and receive the plaudits of the 
grand stand as he came passed. Lieutenant 
Parker modestly maneuvered his men into 
a strategic position on the right of the 
grounds and calmly waited for the on- 
slaught of the enemy. 

With a parting charge to his soldiers to 
“remember the Maine,’’ McHenry gave @ 
sharp order to march, and while the au- 
dience rose and waited with quickened 
senses for the first explosion the forces 
drew nearer together. Each soldier had 
received ten rounds of cartridges as his 
share and orders were given to each to 
fire them at the hearts of the enemy. 

Pickets were stationed about one hundred 
feet in front of the companies and the bat- 
tie was soon started by the picket guard 
of Parker’s «company opening upon the 
advancing line under McHenry. The latter 
halted his men some eighty feet in front 
of the flaming line and stolidly waited for 
the ammunition of the enemy to give out. 
Parker’s flamboyant saber flashed in the 
light and to the surprise of the Governor’s 
Volunteers they saw their adversaries 
charging with bayonet at full tilt. There 
Was nothing left for McHenry but to beat 
a hasty retreat, which he did with a well 
ordered line, giving the advancing foe a 
withering fire before retreating. 

It was soon Parker’s time to give away 
in the face of the living flame before him 
and the Volunteers followed up their ad- 
vantage with loud cheers and redoubled 
firing. The end was clearly in sight when 
‘McHenry’s men surrounded the Washing- 
ton Guards and proceeded to disarm them. 
In stentorian tones Liewvenant Barker 
cried olut: 

“The old guard dies and never surren- 
ders!” and Surrender he would not, though 
McHenry came at his men with terrible 
Visage and awful aim. The ammunition 
soon gave out, but a number of the com- 
batants expressed desire to finish the bat- 
tle with bare fists, but they were soon 
separated and no damage was dona 

The excitement of the audience during 
the progress of the conflict was intense 
and the scene was a beautiful one with the 
flashing guns against the dark background. 

When the fire began the citizens én the 
neighborhood, not knowing of the battle, 
ran out of their houses thinking that per- 
chance the Spaniards were on them and as 
the sharp cracking of the firearms increas- 
ed their fear grew apace and it was some 
time before the matter was satisfactorily 
explained. 

The sham battle served to show that the 
two colored companies of Atlanta are in 
good condition and familiar with the tac- 
tics of real war. Throughout their lines 
were well kept and while there was no se- 
rious occasion for it, nothing in the nature 
of a panic took hold of them, but each 
knew his position and kept it well. 

The memory of the sham battle at Bris- 
bine park will return to the negroes who 
were their to cheer their favorites on with 
revivified interest fer years to come and 
if their heroes are not called out to defend 
the fair name of the républic they will be 
satisfied with the knowledge that if sent 
to Cuba they would prove no laggards.

POLICE BOARD 
HOLDS A MBRTING| 


Council Asked To Give Majer W. J. 
Kendrick Leave of Absence. 


THE MAYOR MAKES A SPEECH 


Commissioners Spend Much Time Ar- 
ranging Finances of Policemen. 


NO NEW POLICEMEN WERE ELECTED 


Peculiar Case Against One of the Offi- 
cers—Z. B. Moon Resigns—Relief 
for Station Sergeants. 


yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Three-fourths of the time of the ses- 
sion was devoted to adjusting the finances 
of several of the unfortunate patrolmen 
who had got behind in the world. The 
board exercises a sort of financial censor- 
ship over the officers, and acting under 
a rule which says a policeman who does 
not pay his debts may be dismissed ‘rom 
the force, they take up accounts which 
have been sued and arrange for the offi- 
cers to pay oft the indebtedness in month- 
ly installments. 

A petition from all the members of the 
force was read, asking the board to re- 
quest the city eguncil to grant, Police Com- 
missioner Kendrick a leave of absence for 
ninety days on account of his call to fight 
the Spaniards. 

The board thereupon adopted the follow- 
ing: 

“Whereas, it has become necessary for 
our police commissioner, W. J. Kendrick, 
to be absent from the city for some time 
in the service of our country, we hereby pe- 
tition vour honorable body to grant W. J. 
Kendrick leave of absence for ninety days. 
We believe this a courtesy your honorable 
body. will extend to such a worthy city 
official.”’ 

This was signed by all the other mem- 
bers of the board. 

When the resolution was adopted Major 
Kendrick said he was very grateful for 
the kind appreciation of his work on the 
board by his brother members and felt 
specially touched at the steps taken in the 
matter by the members of the police force, 
whom ‘he had learned to greatly esteem. 

Chairman Patterson said he could say for 
all the members of the board that they 
wished him success in war and a speedy 
and safe return to Atl 

“We hope to see you’a general before 
you return,’’ said Captaim English. 

There was a very peculiar case which 
came up in charges against Patrolman T. 
J. Thompson, preferred by Mr. J. W. Dean. 
Mr. Dean made affidavit that he took a 
negro in charge who was cursing on the 
streets in the presemce of ladies, and that 
when he met Patrolman Thompson, the 
latter arrested him as well as the negro 
and forced him to ride to the police bar- 
racks in the patrol wagon, which was very 
humiliating. He asked the officer to give 
him a copy of charges and this was re- 
fusea. When the cases were tried in the 
police court the recorder dismissed the 
one against Dean and fined the negro $10.75. 

Patrolman Thompson admitted all the 
cuarges except that about refusing a copy. 
He said he merely enforced the ordinance 
against a person impersonating an officer. 

The board dismissed the charges against 
the policeman, 

Mr. Z. B. Moon sent in his resignation 
from Powder Springs as a member of the 
police force and it was accepted. 

An effort was made to place Patrolman 
Carlyle on duty as an extra statiun ser- 
geant during the summer, but it failed and 
the patrolman was required to serve three 
hours as station sergeant each morning so 
as to allow the sergeants time for their 
meals. 

There was some discussion about the rule 
for locking up prisoners and it was agreed 
that the present rule was sufficient, which 
requires the station sergeant to be respon- 
sible unless a superior officer was present. 

About fifty men were at the meeting 
hoping to secure appointments as supernu- 
meraries, but the board did not go into any 
elections and will not probably do so0 un- 
less there is an emergency growing out of 
the warlike times.
